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FOREWORD 


This Atlas is designed to provide both reference maps and a diagrammatic 
treatment of particular topics. Standard works have been consulted іп рге- 
paring the general maps, and lists made of places which the student may wish 
to identify. Wide use has been made in this way of the Cambridge Modern 
History, Parkman’s volumes on North America, and a large number of individual 
books of history and reference. Original work appears only in the map of British 
Inland Navigation, where observation on the ground has corrected many common 
errors derived from early nineteenth-century maps. Diagrammatic treatment 
has been used mainly for military matters, not because their importance is 
exaggerated but because they lend themselves most readily for this purpose. 

The period covered has been restricted to the post-mediaeval, to meet the 
requirements of examination candidates and to allow more detailed treatment. 
An Introduction has been dispensed with, in the belief that Introductions are 
seldom read and that the space is better devoted to maps. The Index is for 
location only, and each name has one reference: if the required information 
is not on the plate in question, it may be on another of the same area. Names 
which appear in different forms are given that in which they are most likely 
to be found in the history of the period to which the map refers—e.g. Miilhausen 
when in German territory, Mulhouse when in French. Both forms appear in 
the Index. 

Relief and physical background are shown where possible within the limita- 
tions of line-drawing, but where deficiencies remain the student would be well 
advised to refer also to a geographical atlas.

Тһе Archduke Charles of Austria succeeded to the 
Spanish possessions in Europe and the Indies in 1516, 
and to the Austrian Habsburg lands and the Imperial 
Title in 1519. Though resigning the Austrian lands 
to his brother Ferdinand in 1521, he retained the 
Spanish possessions and the Imperial Title until his 
abdication in 1555, when the former passed to his son 
Philip II and the latter to Ferdinand.

This map indicates the change in the respective 
influence of the Empire and Papacy between the death 
of Charlemagne and the eve of the Reformation. In 
814 Empire and Papacy were almost coterminous, and 
the theory of a United Christendom under a universal 
temporal as well as spiritual head had some basis 
in fact. Subsequently, both the boundaries of the 
Empire and the influence of the Emperor within them 
contracted: by 1500 it was virtually confined to 
German areas. 'The Papacy, on the other hand, 
established its influence over the whole of western 
Europe as the heathen were converted and Spain 
reconquered, while the papal authority became more 
centralised and effective. 
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Eastern Pomerania was not evacuated by Sweden for several years after the Treaty of Westphalia. 
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Marlborough's March to the Danube was а strategic 
masterpiece because his objective remained unknown to the 
French until he had definitely left the line of the Rhine. 
Up to this point the French had to be prepared for an attack 
on the Moselle or on Landau, or for a return to the Nether- 
lands. He was thus able to concentrate superior forces 
against the Bavarians at the Schellenberg, and subsequently 
to meet the combined Franco-Bavarian armies on equal 
terms at Blenheim. "The latter victory saved Austria, put 
تس‎ out of the war, and transferred the initiative to the

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Тһе extent of French settlements іп 1755 cannot be satisfactorily indicated, since (apart from the banks of the St. Lawrence) 
they consisted of isolated garrisons and trading-posts scattered amidst an Indian population ; but these posts, and the activity of 
French explorers, were the basis for claims to all territory west of the Alleghanies, and formed part of a design to confine the British 
to the sea-coast. Everything east of the Mississippi (except for a small area near New Orleans) was ceded to Britain іп 1763 
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Before 1713 Acadia had been held by the French to include the Maine coast to the Penobscot, and the later New Brunswick, 
as well as Nova Scotia; but they claimed that the cession in this year referred to Nova Scotia alone. The resulting dispute was 
settled only by the Seven Years War. British authority in Acadia after 1713 was nominal, and represented only by a garrison at 
Annapolis, until the founding of British settlements began (Halifax, 1749) and the French Acadians were expelled in ۰ 
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Not shown here are Forts Kaskaskia and Vincennes (see Fig. 33), the capture of which in 1778 largely decided the cession of 
the area between the Mississippi and the Ohio to the United States.

All other Cantons opposed the Sonderbund ех 
Appenzell and Neuchâtel. Тһе latter became fin 
independent of the King of Prussia in 1857. 
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The relatively late development of Turkish sea-power allowed many of the islands and coastal towns to remain in Christian 
(mostly Venetian) hands long after the mainland had been overrun. "Тһе position in Hungary remained confused, and fighting 
continued for some time after Mohacs : Transylvania remained in dispute between the Turks and Austria, and at times was virtually 
independent of either. Moldavia and Wallachia normally retained some measure of autonomy. 
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Тһе fine distinctions between tributary local autonomy, non-tributary autonomy under 'Turkish suzerainty, and independence, 
make it difficult to give a precise date for the loss by Turkey of some parts of the Balkans. Dates on this map indicate the end of 
effective Turkish control. The central portion of Montenegro, which maintained its independence throughout, was not ‘ recognised ` 
as independent by the Sublime Porte until 1878. The temporary Austrian conquests in Serbia of 1718-39 (see Fig. 29) and the 
minor losses of Greece in 1897 are here ignored. For details of the changes of 1878-81 and 1012-13 see Figs. 75 and 76. The 
Aegean islands here marked ‘ 1020” were formally ceded at this date, but had been in Greek occupation since 1912. For the Asiatic 
territories ceded by Turkey іп 1920, see Fig. 117.

After Enclosure and the developments of the nineteenth century, agriculture is organised mainly on cereals to be 
marketed elsewhere with the help of the various new means of transport. All land suitable for arable or pasture 


has been parcelled out, and the great majority is held by a few large farms. The property boundaries are laid out 


on this plan to indicate typical changes during and after Enclosure, particularly in connection with the allotments 


originally made to cottagers.

The Aberdeenshire Canal, running up the Dee valley from Aberdeen to Inverury, is not shown here. 
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All Spanish South America except Venezuela originally formed the Viceroyalty of Peru: the Viceroyalty of New Granada 
(Colombia, Ecuador, Venezuela) was formed in 1718-19 and again in 1740. In 1776 all lying east of the Andes and south of Lake
